Bear Sirs: 

This is a request under the Freedom of Information Act as amended 

(5 U.S.C. 552). 

Y/e request a complete and thorough search of all filing systems and 
locations for all field office records maintained by the FBI pertaining 
to the assassination of Senator Robert F. Kennedy and investigative activ- 
ities related thereto, including but not limited to files an*. documents 
captioned in, or whose captions include the names of Sirhan Sirhan or 
Robert F. Kennedy, or logical variants thereof, in the title. This request 
specifically includes “main" files and "see ref erences, " including but not 
limited to numbered and lettered subfiles, 1A envelopes, enclosures . oehind 
files (EBFs), Bulky Exhibits, control files, ticklers, agent interview 
notes, abstracts, index cards and "JUl'IE" files. V*e want all records to^ be 
produced with the administrative markings and all reports to include the 
administrative pages. This request specifically includes the 10-volume 
report of the police investigative unit known as "Special^ Unit-Senator" 
and all records in any way pertaining thereto. We wanx all records Cf 
Ahe Los Angeles field office regardless of whether they have been pre- 
viously processed for us or any other requester. 

We wish to be sent copies of "see reference" cards, abstracts, search 
slips including search slips used to process this request, file covers, . 
mult ini e copies of the same document if they contain notations distinguisn— 
ing them from other copies, and tapes of any electronic surveillances. 
Please search "BO NOT FILE" files, SAC safes, special file rooms, and 
offices of FBI officials. I want all pages released regardless of the 
extent of excising, even if all that remains are the stationery headings 
or administrative markings. 

In addition to a search of the General Index, please search the 
ELSUR Index and any special case index. 



\Ye request, as well, that the names of the FBI Special Agents (and 
other personnel) involved in the investigation not be routinely deleted 
in the documents provided, absent specific facts showing that there is 
serious threat of danger or personal jeopardy which would result from 
such disclosure. This matter is particularly significant as the reports 
of some la w enforcement personnel in this case, as well as relevant t . FBI 
documents hithertoo released are at odds with the standard official in- 
terpretation of central issues of the case. It should be noted in this 
connection that the Y/arren Commission released thousands of documents 
concerning the assassination of Fresident Kennedy, a comparable situation, 
without ever deleting the names of the investigating agents involved. 

We would like to make it clear that we want all records in your office 
"identifiable with our request" even though reports based on those records 
have been sent to FBI Headquarters and even though there may be duplication 
between the two sets of files. Please do not refer to Headquarters.

("Jerry" or "Curley") Owen, Henry Donald Ramistella (aka Frank Donnarauma) , 
Thomas Rathke, Donald Schulman, Paul Sharaga, Edward van Antwerp, Rosicrucians 
(Ancient Mystical Order of Rosae Crucis) , Ace Guard (or A.ce-Guard) Service 
(Los Angeles area), or logical variants thereof. 

Please' place any "missing" files pertaining to this request on "special 
locate" and advise me that you have done this. 

We believe that this request qualifies for a waiver of fees since the 
release of the requested information would primarily benefit the general 
public and be "in the public interest." The Robert Kennedy assassination 
was clearly a major public tragedy, but in comparison with comparable (and 
even less important) cases, relatively little official information concerning 
it has ever come to light. In consequence of this fact, and of basic prob- 
lems and unanswered questions in the present evidence, the case has been a 
matter of repeated public controversy, with central issues still in fundamental 
doubt. 



One of the requesters, Gregory Stone, has been active in work on aspects 
of this case since 1974. During much of that time, he worked closely on these 
questions with the late Gong-re ssman and Ambassador Allard K. Lowenstein, worked 
on relevant articles^and presentations, and drafted with him a manuscript of 
over 250 pages detailing central issues of this case. He is interested in the 
possibility of publication of a revised version of this manuscript, as well as 
of other possible publications. He has recently been active in pursuing 
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additional oflicial and non-official sources of information in the case and 
has been in touch with others of similar interests. Iiis interest in the case 
relates both to public interest and scholarly concerns; he sponsored an academic 
project in that connection last January and has assisted other related academic 
efforts. He has a master's degree in political science at the University of 
Wisconsin at Madison, and was co-editor, in 1973, of a published book which 
touched in part on these issues.
